JAPANESE MANUFACTURERS EXEMPTED FROM INCOME 
TAX IN CERTAIN CASES. 


H.M. Commercial Attaché at Yokohama(Mr. E. F.Crowe, C.M.G.) has 
forwarded a translation of a Japanese Imperial Ordinance, published 
in the “ Official Gazette ” of 2nd May, granting exemption from income 
tax for a period of three years to the manufacturers in Japan of certain 
articles. ‘The Ordinance came into force on 1st May and applies only 
to businesses established after that date. Exemption is granted to 
the manufacturers of the following articles:—Gold, silver, lead, zinc, 
iron or aluminium ingots; bar, rod, T and angle iron, and iron rails, 
plates, sheets, wire, pipes and tubes (cast iron pipes excepted); bars, 
rods, plates, sheets, pipes and tubes of copper alloys; steam boilers, 
prime movers (including locomotives), and iron machinery worked by 
motive power; phosphorus, soda-ash, caustic soda, sulphate of 
ammonia, carbonic acid, chlorate of potash and glycerine; pulp for 
paper making; sheet glass; condensed milk; silk, flax, and wool 
fabrics (only to manufacturers using power machinery and weaving 
pieces 1‘8 shaku, about 27 inches, or more wide and at least 30 shaku, 
about 374 feet long). 

The main object of this Ordinance is to enable manufacturers to 
cheapen their goods for the Chinese market.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MAY, 1913.* 


I.— GENERAL. 


The trade returns for May, 1913, when compared with those 
for May, 1912, show increases in the values of the Imports into 
the United Kingdom, and of the Exports of the Produce and 
Manufactures of the United Kingdom, but a decrease in the Exports 
of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in May was £61,277,762, an increase 
of £6,211,288, or 11°3 per cent., as compared with May, 1912 ; whilst 
the total Exports amounted to £53,228,577, an increase of 
£3,570,939. The Exports of Produce and Manufactures of the 
United Kingdom show an increase of £5,025,787, or 12°9 per cent., 
as compared with May, 1912; whilst there is a decrease of £1,454,848, 
or 13°5 per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial Merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN MAY. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions with cargoes during 
May, 1913, amounted to 4,167,306 tons, and the tonnage cleared 
to 5,775,246 tons, as against 3,654,347 tons entered, and 5,730,858 
tons cleared, during May, 1912. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during May, 1913, 
amounted to 2,996,327 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 2,960,118 
tons, a8 against 2,998,159 tons entered, and 2,960,569 tons cleared 
in May, 1912. 

VI—FIVE MONTHS’ SHIPPING, JANUARY-MAY., 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during the 
five months, January- May, 1915, amounted to 18,821,909 
tons, and the tonnage cleared to 27,312,234 tons, as against 
17,433,330 tons entered, and 22,283,630 tons cleared, during the 
five months, January-May, 1912. With regard to the coast- 
ing trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the five 
months, January-May, 1913, amounted to 14,292,880 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 14,092,883 tons, as against 12,959,269 
tons entered, and 12,781,719 tons cleared, during the corresponding 
period of 1912. 





WEST AFRICAN CURRENCY. 


The Board of Trade are notified by the West African Currency 
Board that the Royal Mint having discontinued the free issue of United 
Kingdom silver coin to the British West African Colonies and 
Protectorates, future coinage requirements will be met by the issue 
of silver coins of the designs recently approved by His Majesty the 
King for circulation in British West Africa, 

The new coins are of the denominations of 2s., 1s., 6d., and 3d., 
and are of precisely the same size, weight, and fineness as the corre- 
sponding coins of the United Kingdom. 

Both the new and the existing silver coins have been declared 
by His Majesty’s Orders in Council to be legal tender throughout 
British West Africa up to any amount, and will be accepted by all 
Government Institutions and by the Bank of British West Africa, 
Limited, on an equal footing. 

Facilities for obtaining coin in West Africa will be afforded, as 
hitherto, by the Bank of British West Africa, Limited. In addition 
it will in future be open to the public, if they prefer, to apply to the 
West African Currency Board, 4, Whitehall Gardens, 8.W., for coin 
to be delivered on the Coast. 

The West African Currency Board will deliver current silver coin, 
in lots of not under £100 in face value, at any ocean port in British 
West Africa served by the steamers of the Elder Dempster line, in 
exchange for prepayment in London of principal and premium. 
Coin so purchased will be delivered from local stocks or otherwise by 
the Bank of British West Africa, Limited, acting as the Board’s 
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Agent, at the desired port in West Africa in either United Kingdom 
or local silver currency, or both, at its option. ‘The premium payable 
may be varied from time to time, but will until further notice be 
15s. per cent., which will include all charges other than landing 
expenses at ports of destination where no branch of the Bank exists. 
The Board will not deliver coin at places other than the ocean 
ports referred to above. 

Notice must be given to the West African Currency Board at least 
ten clear days prior to the departure from Liverpool of the steamer 
by which shipment is desired. The application must be accompanied 
by a cheque on a London bank for the principal sum and premium. 
The denominations of coin desired must be stated in the application. 
The Board will endeavour to meet the wishes of applicants as 
regards denominations, but they reserve the right, if necessary, 
to supply coin of different denominations from that ordered. The 
Board will not be responsible for delay in the delivery of coin, how- 
ever occasioned. 

Holders in West Africa of United Kingdom or local silver coin 
will have the right, on tendering such coin at the local agencies of 
the West African Currency Board at Bathurst, Freetown, Accra, and 
Lagos, to obtain in exchange from the Currency Officers who 
represent the Board at those places, drafts at three days’ sight on 
the Board in London at a charge which may be varied from time to 
time, but will until further notice be 15s. per cent. 

The new West African coins will, of course, not be current in the 
United Kingdom. In order, therefore, to prevent inconvenience to 
passengers proceeding homewards from West Africa, the West 
African Currency Board have made arrangements with the Bank of 
British West Africa, Limited, to exchange into British coin, at par, 
coins of the new currency which may be tendered at the offices of the 
Bank in London and Liverpool by bond fide travellers from West 
Africa up to £10 for any one passenger. 

British West African silver coin will be accepted in payment of 
passages, freight, & . on all the steamers of Elder Dempster and 
Company, Limited, trading with West African ports, on precisely the’ 
same terms as United Kingdom silver. It is understood that with 
regard to exchange on board, passengers will only be accommodated 
so far as their ordinary personal requirements are concerned. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Bolivia.—The following information is from the report by the 
British Vice-Consul at La Paz (Mr. G. T. Maclean) on the trade of 
Bolivia in 1912, which will shortly be issued :-— 

Packing.— Emphasis cannot be too strongly laid on the necessity 
for careful packing of goods exported to Bolivia. Not only does 
insufficiently strong packing lead to great loss by breakage, but it 
also conduces to robbery. Leading merchants at La Paz have 
informed the Vice-Consul that an average of at least 10 per cent. has 
to be allowed for breakage and robbery, and that in some con- 
signments the loss amounts to 20 or 30 per cent. Further,

Bolivia, Sucre—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Sucre (Mr. E. F. Moore) on the trade of that district 
in 1912, which will shortly be issued :— 

The value of the imports from all countries into Sucre during the 
first 11 months of 1912 amounted to approximately £510,000, as 
compared with £537,0U0 in the complete year 1911. There is 
no official information available to show the classes or even the 
countries of origin of the goods represented by these figures. 
A caretul investigation, however, has led H.M. Consul to the 
conviction that the United Kingdom shares with Germany and 
France the rank of chief impurter, without being ahead of either, 
followed by the United States, Belgium and Austria-Hungary. 

United Kingdom manufactures are not sufficiently well known, and 
not enough is done to bring them before the notice of the consumer. 
“ Bayetas’ (woollen baizes, very largely used by the lower classes), 
candles, and a large variety of staple lines in cotton goods are mostly 
imported direct from the United Kingdom, which has this trade well 
in hand. Most of the other articles of British production are bought 
through German, French or American agents. 

The United States rivals the United Kingdom in the trade in grey 
shirtings, tools, ironmongery, boots and shoes, patent medicines and 
drugs, and outsells it in office requisites and writing materials, in 
certain classes of stationery (engraved and lithographed), agricultural 
implements and machinery, saddles, small arms and ammunition, and 
parafiin. 

There are possibilities for a great deal of expansion in the trade in 
the following goods if they were properly pushed, as the United 
Kingdom article has proved at least equal to any other :— Boots and 
shoes, carpets, confectionery, good quality cutlery, drugs and patent 
medicines, men’s hats (straw, soft felt and bowlers), shirts (plain and 
coloured), tiweeds, cashmeres and serges (all wool), clocks and watches, 
children’s clothes, toys, tools, saddles, office requisites, kitchen utensils, 
every class of domestic and household implements, labour saving devices 
and machinery. 

These goods are at present imported chiefly through German firms 
established in the country, buying agents in Hamburg, Paris and 
New York, and French and German commercial travellers, whose 
catalogues, price lists and correspondence, are all in Spanish and are 
accompanied by numerous samples. 

Commercial travellers.—The municipal tax on commercial travellers 
at present in force tends to exclude many travellers and to keep foreign 
trade in the hands of a few importers who have their buying agents 
abroad, chiefly in France and Germany.

Kastern Railway, with its important southern branch line to 
Changchun, whence there is direct rail communication to Mukden, 
Newchwang, Tientsin, Peking, Port Arthur, Dairen, Antung and 
Corea, Harbin is important as being the seat of administration of one 
of the world’s great railway routes. It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the administration is entirely in the hands of Russians, for 
their concession for the railway was obtained nine years prior to the 
opening of Harbin as one of the treaty ports of China. Consequently, 
it is not surprising that, in spite of the pushing enterprise of 
Japanese merchants, the bulk of the commerce of Harbin is in 
Russian hands; there were 192 Russian firms out of a total of 235, 
and the Russians numbered over 92 per cent. of the total foreign 
population of some 35,000 during the year 1912. 

Business is thus, naturally enough, conducted in the Russian 
language and chiefly in Russian currency, and it is a sine qué non to 
success in local commerce for a foreign firm to have a permanent 
member of its staff, preferably of Russian nationality, or at any rate, 
thoroughly conversant not only with the Russian language but also 
with Russian business methods. The predominance of the Russian 
element is still more marked in the other settlements along the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. 

A surprising feature of the import business of Harbin is the almost 
universal prevalence of the long credit system. Many Russian and 
Chinese storekeepers are supplied by German and Russian firms with 
goods on six, nine, and even fifteen months credit. Some of the 
largest local stores obtain their supplies of American hardware and 
British goods through German and other Continental sources, because 
the latter are prepared to do business on the credit system, whereas 
the British and American manufacturers for the most part wisely 
demand cash on delivery or in advance. 

British exporters should bear in mind that, with but few exceptions, 
Harbin and, still more, the other chief towns in the district, are not 
inhabited by wealthy people, and that only a very few of the 
residences contain any pretension to luxurious comfort. This fact, 
coupled with the heavy freight charges on the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, and the fact that the tariff is deliberately preferential on a 
considerable variety of goods of local manufacture, render it essential 
to reply in the negative to enquiries from British manufacturers as to 
the prospects of lucrative business in the Harbin district in expensive 
roofing slates, wall and flooring tiles, carpets, linoleums, upholstery, 
furniture, &c. 

Difficulives in the way of trade.—British firms already thoroughly 
established elsewhere in China find themselves heavily handicapped in 
opening branches in North Manchuria by the inevitable difference in 
business conditions owing to the predominance of the Russian com- 
mercial element, with which they are less perfectly acquainted. The 
latter factor would suggest the consideration that it might be worth 
while for British firms already established in or having large business 
dealings with European Russia to turn their attention to the possi- 
bility of expanding their business field to Harbin and elsewhere in 
Northern Manchuria. 
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A further impediment to commerce in the Harbin district is offered by 
a feature with which merchants in other parts of China are thoroughly 
familiar, viz., the depreciation in Chinese currency. All transactions 
amongst Chinese in the two provinces of Kirin and Heilungchiang 
are settled in notes, issued by the provincial government banks, 
originally worth 40 c. of so-called Manchurian small coin (which 
consists of 10 and 20-c. pieces, exchanging at an average rate of 
115 c. to the Mexican dollar). Owing, however, to the issue being 
greatly in excess of the actual demand, and covered by silver reserves 
estimated at only 4 per cent., the value of these notes had fallen from 
over 8d. to less than half that figure, and holders of these notes 
naturally suffered heavily. It is satisfactory to note that measures 
are now at length (April, 1918) on foot to redeem these seriously 
depreciated notes, and replace them by fresh ones of an actual fixed 
silver denomination, covered, moreover, by far less inadequate 
reserves. 

Hor the information of home exporters tt may be noted that goods 
forwarded to Hurbin by rail vid EHuropean Russia and Siberia are 
still compelled, on entering the Russian frontier, to pay the full Russian 
import duties, no refund being allowed.

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GERMAN WINE HARVEST OF 1912. 


H.M. Consul-General at Frankfort-on-Main (Mr. E. Beit von Speyer) 
has furnished the following particulars of the German wine harvest in 
1912 :— | 

In the spring of 1912 there was every prospect of a good vintage, 
and the wine trade began to congratulate itself upon a repetition of 
the 1911 quality but at a much reduced price. Unfortunately the 
prospects were severely damaged by wet, cold weather in July and 
August, and almost entirely ruined by severe frosts at the beginning 
of October. '

The diminution in the area of the vineyards in all districts of Baden, 
which has been observed for many years, continued in 1912, in spite 
of the fact that the 1911 must harvest was one of the best for 
many years. ‘lhe quality of the vintage in Nassau left much to be 
desired and was not more than “ fairly good” generally, though in 
the better districts of the Rhinegau it was “middling.” In Rhenish 
Hesse, however, the 1912 harvest of wine must was satisfactory, in 
spite of the unfavourable weather in the late autumn. 

The severe weather experienced in the middle of April, 1913, did 
appreciable damage to the vineyards throughout Germany. The 
reports from Coblenz state that the damage is much more extensive 
than it was at first thought, especially on the Moselle ; whilst, according 
to information from Stuttgart, the whole of the Wiirtemberg wine 
district is seriously affected. In addition to the present misfortune 
Carlsruhe has still to deal with the after-effects of the unsatistactory 
vintage of 1912, and the Grand Duchy ot Baden has voted the sum of 
90,000 marks for the alleviation of distress among wine growers.

It is pointed out in the Memorandum that under Article VII of 
the ‘Japanese Treaty Act, 1913” it is, in effect, provided that 
articles the produce or manufacture of Japan, upon importation into 
Canada, from whatever place arriving, shall enjoy the lowest rates of 
Customs duty applicable to similar articles of any other foreign 
origin. 

Under these provisions, articles, the produce or manufacture of 
Japan, are entitled to the benefits of the French Treaty Act of 1907* 
when conveyed without transhipment to a sea or river port of Canada 
from Japan or from any British country or from any country 
accorded most-favoured-nation treatment in tariff matters by Canada.

Tariff copy of the regulations which have been prescribed 


for the entry of goods under the British Prefer- 
ential Tariff into Barbados. 

The regulations provide that certain articles of nerchandise, as 
designated in Schedule A of the Canadian-West Indian Reciprocity 
Agreement of the 9th April, 1912*, being bona fide the growth, 
produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom, Canada or any 
other British country, shall be admitted into the Colony at such 
respective preferential rates of duty as may be specified in any 
Customs Tariff Act for the time being in force. 

Manufactured articles shall only be admitted at the preferential 
rates of duty upon proof being submitted that a substantial portion 
of the labour of the United Kingdom, Canada, or any other British 
country has entered into the production of such articles to the extent 
in each article of not less than one-fourth of the value thereof at the 
time the goods are entered for exportation with the Customs 
Authorities in the country of produce or manufacture. 

All articles entitled to preference under these regulations, imported 
or brought into Barbados, shall be accompanied by such evidence of 
origin as hereinafter required, and all such articles imported or

brought into Barbados, not acccompanied by such evidence, shall be 
deemed to be articles not entitled to admission at preferential rates of 
duty. 

All articles entitled to preference shall be accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of origin in the form set forth in Schedule A. 

Certificates of origin in order to be valid must be attested to in 
British countries before a Collector or other principal Officer of 
Customs or a Justice of the Peace, and in other countries before a 
British or other Consul, Notary Public or other official authorised to 
administer oaths, and they must bear the autograph signature of the 
authority issuing the same, together with the seal of office, if any. 
No certificate shall be valid after the expiry of six months from the 
date of its issue. 

Inasmuch as it is possible that articles entitled to preference may 
occasionally reach Barbados before the arrival of the certificates of 
origin relating to the same, it shall be competent for the Customs 
Authorities to authorise the delivery of such articles at the preferential 
rates of duty on the security of the deposit equal in amount to the 
difference in duty between the preferential and general rates, or on 
bond being given for such amount for the due production of the neces- 
sary certificates within a prescribed period, provided that a general 
bond may be entered into to cover a series of transactions, and in a 
penalty suitable to the extent of such transactions. The forms of 
bond for use are specified in Schedule “ B.” Deposits made under 
the provisions of this paragraph shall be carried to account under 
the appropriate head of revenue at the end of a week after the 
expiration of the time allowed for the production of the certificates 
of origin. 

When goods accompanied by certificates of origin are not in 
conformity with the descriptions borne on the certiticates, by reason 
of discrepancies as regards the marks or numbers of the packages, or 
the kind, quantity or value of the goods, they shall not be entitled to 
preferential treatment, unless the Customs authorities at the port of 
destination are satisfied as to the origin of the goods, and that the 
differences are solely due to error, 

Certificates of origin produced shall be retained by the Customs 
Authorities at the port of landing and shall be filed with the papers 
of the importing vessel. A note shall be made on the import entry 
either at the time of passing or subsequently that a certificate has 
been produced covering the preferential goods specified in such 
entry. 

Seats certified for entry under the Preferential Tariff shall be 
packed separately from other goods. The packages, however, may be 
enclosed with other goods, provided the certificate of origin is 
endorsed accordingly. 

In order to obtain admission at the preferential rates of duty, 
goods shall be imported into Barbados direct from Canada, the 
United Kingdom or any other. British country respectively, provided 
that the source of Canadian goods is not to be deemed to be affected

conditions have been complied with in every respect. 

The permit will only be issued for the introduction of stock into 
the Union through the ports of Capetown, Port Elizabeth, East 
London, and Durban, and subject to the following conditions : 

(a) The stock on arrival at the port shall be subjected to an 

inspection by a Government Veterinary Surgeon, and if 
passed as healthy by that officer, will be landed and 
removed to quarantine sheds and therein quarantined for a 
period of 15 days.

The * Union Gazette” of the 9th May last further contains a Notifica- 
tion (No. 743), dated 5th May, notifying that the 








ae restrictions under the “ Agricultural Pests Act, 
: Rega a P 1911,” on the introduction of potatoes into the 
ee Union of South Africa from places oversea and 


from non-British places within South Africa, are 
expected to remain during the importing season of 1913-14 
substantially as they were during the preceding season. 

It is stated in the Notification, inter alia, that the chief alteration 
proposed for application during the coming season provides that pack- 
ing material such as lime, cork-dust, wood-wool and paper shall be 
removed from boxes, and that ventilation, as by the removal of 
portions of the sides, shall be given if the containers as received 
are inadequately ventilated. A special fee of 2d. per case is to 
be levied if either of these services is necessary. The use of 
practically air-tight boxes for the shipment of potatoes appears 
to be very deleterious to the contents, and the use of packing material 
appears to be quite unnecessary. Nearly all of the boxes in which 
potatoes were imported during the past season were satisfactorily 
ventilated and contained no packing material, but some consignments 
arrived in boxes without any provision for ventilation or with only a 
few auger holes. 

All consignments will be inspected. If in any package any 

pathogenic bacterial disease (such as black leg or stem rot) is found, 
that package, and also all packages bearing the same marks in which 
15 per cent. of the tubers are decayed, will be excluded from entry ; 
while packages in which under’ 15 per cent. of decayed tubers are 
found will be passed, providing no trace of the bacterial disease is 
found in them. If black scab or warty disease is found in a package, 
every package bearing marks similar to that one will be excluded. 
Packages will not be excluded because of insect injuries, uninfectious 
scabs, oospora scab, rhizoctonia, phytophthora blight, fusarium decay, 
or non-pathogenic bacterial rots. The Government will exercise its 
prerogative to reject infected packages on account of other diseases. 

All consignments will be fumigated with formaldehyd gas, and, in 
general, without removing the potatoes from their containers. It is 
earnestly recommended that well-ventilated cases be used as 
containers and that packing be omitted. 

A fee of 6d. or Is. per package will be charged for the fumigation 
according to whether the invoiced weight of the contents is (a) 
100 lbs. or less, or (6) over 100 lbs. A further fee of 2d. will be 
charged if additional ventilation has to be provided, or if packing has 
to be removed.

The documentary requirements with respect to black scab or warty 
disease remain exactly as they were last season. A sworn statement 
by the consignor, identifying the packages and setting forth the place 
of origin of the potatoes, is necessary with each consignment. In 
addition, a statement from the Department of Agriculture or other 
officially authorised institution of the country of origin certifying at 
a date within 30 days of the shipment that black scab has never 
been known to exist within five miles of the declared place of origin 
is necessary, unless (a) the Government of the country of origin 
has assured the Union Government that black scab has never been 
known in its territory and has promised to report any outbreak, or 
(b) unless the consignee produces a statement from the Department 
of Agriculture or other authorised institution of the country of origin 
certifying at a date within nine months that no case of black scab has 
been known in the county, shire, department or other such territorial 
division within which the declared place of origin is situated. 

France and British East Africa are, it is stated, the only countries 
which have given the requisite assurance and promise specified in (a). 

Any consignments of potatoes that enter the Union through 
Koomatipoort will be inspected and fumigated at Pretoria or Johan- 
nesburg, no facilities being provided at Delagoa Bay or at the 
Portuguese Border. As any extra carriage thus necessitated must 
be borne by the importer, the introduction of potatoes from oversea 
through Koomatipoort is inadvisable.

BRITISH GUIANA. 
A copy of an Ordinance (No. 6 of 1913), dated 19th April last, has 
been received, through the Colonial Office, with 
respect to the making of regulations for the better 
carrying into effect the Reciprocal Customs Agree- 
ment of the 9th April, 1912, made between the 
Dominion of Canada and certain West-Indian 
Colonies. 

Under this Ordinance the Comptroller of Customs is empowered to 
make regulations under section 10 of the ‘‘ Customs Ordinance 1884,” 
to give effect to the above-mentioned Agreement, and to provide, in 
such regulations, for proof to be required that any goods imported 
into the Colony are entitled to be imported at any lower rate of duty 
enacted in any Customs Duties Ordinance for the time being in force 
in pursuance of the said Reciprocal Agreement. 

The regulations may also provide as to the ships in which such 
goods may be imported, and for the forms of certificate and other 
documents to be used by persons importing goods entitled to be 
imported at such lower rate of duty as aforesaid, and generally for 
giving full effect to the Reciprocal Agreement and to the provisions 
of any Customs Duties Ordinance enacted in pursuance thereof.

of a Swedish Royal Decree, dated the 13th Decem- 
ber, 1912, which provides that private merchants 
and firms and companies carrying on commercial 
operations in Sweden may be accorded the right 
of receiving a refund of Customs duty on the re- 
exportation from Sweden of goods on which duty 
was duly paid when they were imported. The 


General Customs Administration is to grant permission to reputable 
merchants and firms to avail themselves of this right. The classes of 
goods in respect of which refund of duty may be obtained are 


enumerated in a Royal Order annexed to the Decree ; in no case may 
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SWEDE N—continued. 

such refund be accorded in regard to re-exported cereals, whether 
milled or not, live animals, brandy and spirits of any kind, or wine. 
In the case of certain kinds of goods, refund of duty is to be allowed 
only when the person re-exporting them makes a sworn declaration 
that to his knowledge the goods are not intended to be returned to 
the country of production or purchase, or to the agent of the pro- 
ducer or of the original seller in another country. 

In order to receive a refund of duty under this Decree, merchants 
must, when entering the goods for payment of duty, declare their 
intention of claiming such refund. In this case a special tax amount- 
ing to 4 per cent. of the import duty will be levied at the same time 
as the latter. 

If the rate of Customs duty on any class of goods for which refund 
of duty is allowable is reduced, the re-export of such goods after the 
reduced rate comes into force shall not entitle the merchant to receive 
refund at a higher rate than that in force at the time of re-exportation. 
if such goods are made free of duty, the right to receive a refund shall 
. cease if the goods are re-exported after such exemption comes into 
operation. In the event, however, of the rate of Customs duty being 
increased, the lower rate actually paid shall be taken as basis in 
calculating the amount to be refunded on re-exportation, if such 
re-exportation takes place within two years after the increased rate of 
duty is enforced; whilst re-exportation at a later date shall entitle 
the merchant to receive a refund calculated on the higher rate. 

A complete translation of the Royal Decree, which has been made 
in the Board of Trade, together with the list (in Swedish) of the 
classes of goods in respect of which refund of duty may be claimed, 
may be seen by British traders interested, on application, at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of ‘Trade, 78, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C. (C. 4,644.)

for road traffic.

China, and Japan. The results of this arrangement in those years 

were very favourable, and it is now hoped to reap a similar benefit 
from a like operation. 

Although the outlook for the cotton-spinning trade for 1912 
appeared to be very favourable during the first half of the year, the 
decreased demand for cotton goods reacted unfavourably on the con- 
sumption of yarns, and in the end the results were worse than in 
1911. 

The stock of yarn on Ist January, 1912, was approximately 
1,136,000 lbs., and by Ist July, it had dropped to about 
529,000 lbs., a fairly healthy state of affairs. In the last quarter 
of the year, when the failure to move crops in Russia for export 
became apparent, a rapid decline in manufactured goods began to be 
felt, which soon had its influence on spinners, many of whom began 
to curtail production by working only four or five days a week ; in 
spite of these measures, however, stocks by the end of December, 
1912, had risen to 1,294,000 Ibs., and at the beginning of May, 1913, 
reached the large figure of 1 408 ,000 lbs., or nearly three times the 
proper estimated stcck. The present (27th May) prices of yarn are 
unremunerative and most spinners are working ata loss. —_(11,459.)

— French spinning industry has been losing money. 
Many attempts have been made to organise a short time movement 
but, owing to the danger of losing workpeople, to the jealousy between 
the Norman spinners and the Vosges spinners, and to one large firm 
working two shifts (day and night), no united action has been 
arranged, 

A few years ago a fund was founded by the Norman spimners to 
give a bonus on all yarn exported. This fund was insufficient to 
make it worth while for the spinners to export in large quantities, 
and the position became desperate at the end of 1912, when the 
margin they had at home between the raw material and the finished 
article became so small that the price they could obtain abroad, 
plus the bonus, was as good, if not better, than the price ruling in 
France. ‘Towards the end of 1912 the fund began io diminish and 
was entirely used up in 1913. 
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About the end of March, 1913, Mons. Berger, of La Ruche, Rouen, 
the Norman representative on the international association, attended a 
meeting of the Vosges and Norman spinners, which was held in Paris, to 
organise short time. The meeting had not the effect of bringing about 
short time, but it revived the plan of exporting yarn outside the French 
customs barriers, and giving a bonus on every kilog. exported. This 
exporting organisation is now in partial working order, and has 
succeeded in exporting from Normandy a very considerable quantity 
of yarn (from January to May, 1913, 1,200,000 kilogs.), the exporters 
receiving from 10 to 15 centimes (1d. to 1d.) for every kilog. exported. 
The jealousy between Norman and Vosges spinners prevents concerted 
action, but the Vosges spinners have also exported large quantities 
(600,000 kilogs. during the week ending 30th April). It is generally 
believed that the bulk of the exported yarn has been sent to Holland 
and Norway, but certainly part has been sold in the United Kingdom. 

The stock of yarn per spindle in Normandy on January 15th 
was 4°0 kilogs. On 8th May it was under 3°5 kilogs., but no 
profitable trade can be expected till the stock is under 2°5 kilogs., so 
about one million kilogs. must still be exported from Normandy 
before the desired result is obtained, and not less than this quantity 
from the Vosges. <A ‘‘comptoir de vente” for exporting has been 
talked of and is still under discussion, but nothing has yet been done. 

The “comptoir de vente” referred to, while not yet in operation, 
will in all probability be formed ; that is to say, as far as the export 
trade is concerned. It is proposed that all spinners in Normandy 
should become members of the same, each firm paying, in proportion 
to its importance, what may be called a subscription, the fund to be 
used in guaranteeing at least a living to the various agents. The 
spinners are to furnish to the “comptoir” their output, and the 
“comptoir” will take charge of all the sales through its various 
agents. Whether this form of syndicate will prosper or not remains to 
be seen, but it undoubtedly would prevent competition and under- 
selling among the various members if the latter adhere to their

‘The price of plums last year varied from 10 to 60 centimes 
per kilog. (about 4d. to 3d. per lb.) and gooseberries from 25 to 40 
centimes per kilog. (about 1d. to 1#d. per lb.). Pears are altogether 
unsuccessful, and apples were considerably damaged by a recent hail- 
storm. 

In the Ghent district the fruit crop prospects are poor; plums of 
all varieties are expected to yield a bad crop, and other fruits will 
' give no more than a fair yield.

The British Vice-Consul at Reykjavik (Mr. A. Sigurdsson) reports

and they caught 2,500,000 cod, as compared with 2,674,000 cod 
caught by 16 boats last year.

A new departure in the disposal of the fish has been the export of 
large quantities of salted fish to Copenhagen to be cured there.

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &o, 


The arrangement inaugurated on 1st January, 1907, whereby the 
names Of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
inwhich they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, S.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s ‘rade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1912, 1,098 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 146,578) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,091 
Circular letters and copies totalling 142,032 sent out in 1911. 

NoTtEe.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911. PART IL— 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 


Decisions by the Umpire. 


Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :-— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 


1332. Workmen described as joiners and their labourers, and 
engaged in repairing wooden water-cooling towers. 


Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 
the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations: 

Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 
of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published. 
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
